He General States of the Dnited Lowe Countreps 

having heard and thzouglp examined thePzopoſition 
from the Part ofthe Archidukes'/ in the Congregas 
tion of their High Mightineſſes / firſt verbollp done / 

and thereafter delivered in wziting by the Lozd PetroPeckio 
Knight of Bouchoute/ Canceler of Bzabant / by power of 
Lettres of Credencie of the ſapd Archidukes/dated in Bzuſſel 
the 16 of this Moneth Declare that the Highneſſe and Sou⸗ 
veraigntie of the Dnited Lowe Countries is ſure / and with 
But anp contraverſp bp their High Mightineſſes / and bp the 
States of the Keſpective Pꝛovinces / that thep have maintai- 
ned alwapes religiouſly the ſame / againſt al thoſe thatwould 
bꝛing it in doubt / oꝛ to undertake anp thing againſt the ſame / 
02 APP20p21ate it to anp other Pꝛinces / and conſequentip that
